The Theodore measures to deal with 
the financial crisis involved reduction 
of wages of workers in the public ser- 
vices and a tax of 70 per cent on

British India Likely to 
Move up Into Fifth 
Position 
Canadian Press 

OTTAWA, Ont, Feb, 26.—Canada 
must relinquish fifth position tn ex- 
port trade for the calendar year 1930 
to British India, according to a state- 
ment on foreign trade handed out by 
the Dominion Buresu of Statistics. 
The bureau states that when world- 
wide statistics are available for the 
Calendar year 1939, Canada will be 
see, to have retained fifth place in 
total trade and total imports, Her ex- 
ports, however, showed a decrease of 
25.8 per cent., compared with a de- 
crease of 20.2 per cent for British In- 
dia. Consequently, Canada will move 
from fifth position in export trade 
down to sixth, 

The statement notes that Canada’s 
trade, both import and export, “in 
feneral with that of the chief com- 
mercial nations of the world”, de- 
clined markedly from the 1929 fig- 
ures. Canada’s trade decline, however, 
was not so marked ag that of the 
United States. “From 1929 to 1930", 
according to the statement, “Canada’s 
imports declined 22.4 per cent., as 
against 30.4 per cent., for the United 
States, while her exports of domestic 
produce declined 25.1 per cent., com- 
pared with a decline in United States 
exports of 26.7 per cent...’

The intimate details 
of Mr. Harding's death are also 
shrouded in mystery except as the 
papers gave them forth, If I were to 
state my belief, 1 would say that his 
passing was entirely untimely, and 
could have been avoided as truly as 
could the necessity for this story have 
been avoided had the laws of the 
United States provided for the legai 
protection and social equalization of 
all children,

Warrent Harding died as the direct 
result of a cerebral hemmorrhage «1d 
indirectly from ptomaine poisoning 
But I, the mother of his only child, 
have never for one moment enter- 
tained such a though! 1 believe that 
under the burden of fatherhood which 
he revered but dared not openly con- 
fess, combined with the responsibility 
of the welfare of ihe nation he loved, 
the twenty-rinth President of the 
United States truly laid down his life 
for his people. He died of a broken 
heart, And thro.gh the voice of the 
child he loved may there arise a 
diviner and more lasting memorial to 
his memory than any reared by iw- 
man hands—the answer to the plea 
from the heart of a mother—social 
justice for all little children!

Prof. L. H. Nichols 
plores Minimizing 
Great Ideals 


“Every November 11 we give honor | 
to our dead, yet we seem to allow 
many writers of war books, politi- 
cians, propagandists and = certain 
types of “wise-after-the-event” pro- | 
phets and historians and pacifists to 
minimize the significance of the 
deeds and sacrifices of our soldiers, | 
and to poison our minds with respect | 
to the worthiness of the ideals which 
they held during the remaining 364 
days of the year.” | 

Such was the basis upon which 
Professor lL. H. Nicho’, of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta built his address | 
‘Recent War Books and the Spirit | 
of 1914 before members of the Philo- 
sophical Society Wednesday after- | 
noon 

The tendency of many people at) 
this time to belittle the fine ideals | 
and real courage of those men who 
went to war in 1914, “unafraid, but) 
not glorying” was deplored by the 
speaker, who felt that, if the real is- 
sue were clouded, it had not been the | 
fault of the men who want to fight 

‘Recalling his own University days. 
the speaker drew again the picture of 
the youth of Canada in that year of | 
war declaration, and the feeling that 
‘the job must be done” which sent | 
them overseas in large numbers. Pro- 
fessor Nichols reminded the audience 
that, whatever the cause, the enemy 
were advancing and must be put 
back, also that Belgium had been vio- 
lated and France was in danger. He | 
fell that is was worth while stressing | 
that “the experiences of a great many | 
in the war were such that it was pos- 
sible neverthless to preserve the finer | 
part of their natures, and because 
their spirit had plumbed the untter- | 
most depths and had risen also to} 
the sublimest heights, the war made | 
opportunities for living and also for | 
dying which were enviable in the ex- | 
treme” | 

Professor Nichols felt that the rev- 
erence for human life was carried to 
an immoral] idolatry when, as is some- | 
times the case, it is held more sacred 
than justice and right, and so “if the 
day comes when nations are content | 
to submit every dispute, whatever be 
its origin, to the decision of a court 
it may be not that the world has got | 
better, bit that men have become 
meaner and baser, because there is no 
longer anything that they hold dearer 
than life”. 

SHOW NO DECENT RESTRAINT 

Speaking particularly of the present} 
deluge of war books, the speaker felt | 
that “if they were truthful and dealt 
normal personalities, they were 
too poignant to be enjoyed; if they | 
tried to be humorous, they lacked re- 
ality; if they claimed to be brutally 
realistic they were disgusting as stories 
and maddening in their despicable at- | 
tempts to pass off a few low human | 
types as the real man under arms.” 
While “Tell England”, “Journey's 
End”, “Routh Justice” were genuine, | 
| what was more unrepresentative of our 
|} own psychological experiences than 
|All Quiet on the Western Front’? 
| “All Else Is Folly” was considered an- |
